THE DISCRIMINATING TOWN

Down in Dodgei City, Kansas, there was a large estate owned 
by a wealthy old man by the name of General F. T. Michaels. 
Among the General's many servants, Leroy Collins was his favourite. 
Leroy was a young coloured lad of twenty-one who came from 
the southern United States. One night, while the old, retired 
General was getting into bed he had a heart attack and was laid 
to rest. Leroy, being his closest companion, was mentioned in his 
will. Leroy knew the General liked him, but didn't figure the 
General liked him well enough to make him the new owner of the 
estate. But it was true. Leroy Collins, the young servant, was to 
be the new owner of the Michael estate. 

The only Negroes that lived in Dodge City were those who 
worked as servants like Leroy. What were the townspeople going 
tb do when they found out that a Negro boy was the owner of an 
estate in a. white community? 

Leroy didn t want to live alone, so he married the coloured 
girl he had been going: with for the past nine months. When the 
townspeople heard Leroy was the owner of the estate, they were 
furious and said they were going to do something about it. They 
hadn't quite figured out what they were going to do, but they were 
concentrating hard. 

Leroy had informed his wife, Elsie, that there might be 
trouble. Elsie looked at him and: said, "We were given this house 
and by golly we are going to live in it, no matter 1 what the circum¬ 
stances." 

The trouble started while the Collins' were out to a Negro 
gathering. The townspeople formed a group and marched to Leroy's 
house. They smashed the windows and wrote on every writable 
surface of the house. When Leroy and Elsie came back, they were 
horrified at the statements that had been written on the house. 
They cleaned this off as much as possible and repaired the broken 
windows. 

They didn't notify the police because they thought if they did 
there would be more trouble, and it would probably be more serious. 

While the Collins were working in the garden, the same group 
of people that had paid them a visit a couple of nights before 
stomped up to the gate and began throwing eggs and tomatoes at 
them. This still did not drive Leroy out of his^house. Whenever 
he and his wife went to town, people would stick up their noses 
and move away as far as they could. The people in the stores would 
not sell anything to them. They would only close up the stores. 
Finally, Leroy realized that these surroundings were no good to 
raise a family in, so he and Elsie moved down South. 

Many Negroes and whites face this problem of racial discrimi¬ 
nation today.

ALLOWANCES TO ENABLE 
CHILDREN TO STUDY 
IN PARENT LANGUAGE 

A plan designed to equalize 
education opportunities for all 
children of Canadian Armed 
Forces Personnel has been ap¬ 
proved by the government. 

The plan will apply to per¬ 
sonnel located in areas in Canada 
where the child's parent language 
either English or French, is not 
available in schools as the lan¬ 
guage of instruction. 

The benefits will apply to both 
English speaking and French 
speaking dependents of military 
personnel whether or not they re¬ 
side at a defence establishment. 

Some children will be separ¬ 
ated from the family for the 
school terms. However, provision 
is made for the children to re¬ 
turn home once during the school 
year. 

The plan will come into ef¬ 
fect April 1 and will provide 
special allowances for elementary 
and secondary education. 

The allowances will cover tu¬ 
ition and book costs, board and 
lodging. 

Maximum allowances payable 
will be approximately $1,300 per 
year. Initial estimates are for an 
annual recurring cost of up to 
$650,000.

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WOMEN'S UNIFORM MOVES 
TOWARD TRIAL PERIOD 

Ottawa (CFP) — The defence 
department has given the green 
light for manufacture of 25 
trial ensembles which with any 
necessary changes, will be the 
uniform for all women of the 
forces, including nursing sisters. 

By late summer or early fall 
20 of them should be out for 
trial wear by 10 officers and 10 
other ranks at military establish¬ 
ments in Canada and Europe. 
The other five will form a "con¬ 
tingency reserve." The trial 
period will last until early in 
1969. 


STYLE 

The basic new uniform is 
medium green, considered a more 
flattering shade than the one 
used for the men's new uniform. 
But the overcoat and gabardine 
raincoat are the men's dark 
shade and material. 

The uniform jacket is single 
breasted, semi-fitted and waist 
length, with pleatless, modified 
A line skirt half covering the 
knee caps. The pastel green 
blouse has pleated panels in 
front and centre zipper in back. 

The working dress is pale 
green synthetic or blended fabric, 
un!ined ( with removable plastic 
buttons coloured old gold. 

HEADGEAR 

A dark green felt hat of soft 
bowler style has a brim swept 
up except for the peaked front. 
A green ribbon indicates other 
ranks; narrow gold stripe on 
green, junior officer, and wide 
gold ribbon for senior officers. 
A waterproof head scarf is worn 
in inclement weather when a 
woman isn't carrying her col¬ 
lapsible umbrella. The "brolly" 
has a case. 

Nursing sisters wear a white 
cotton veil in working dress. 
They and nursing attendants 
wear the seamless taupe stock¬ 
ings and black issue oxfords or 
the black pumps they may buy 
from civilian stores. 

The ensemble includes black, 
silk - lined kid leather gloves 
(semi gauntlet) and purse of 
black morocco grain leather with 
adjustable shoulder or hand 
strap. The clasp is concealed. 
The sweater is green wool car¬ 
digan style, without pockets, and 
is worn with working dress. 

The raincooat is single breast¬ 
ed with covered buttons, rayon 
lined and pockets in the front 
panel seams. The overcoat is 
also single breasted with five 
black buttons and the pockets 
cut the same way as the rain¬ 
coat. The back lining is seven- 
ounce thermal. The dark green 
scarf is the same as the men's.

The cap badge is the force 
emblem in gold polyester thread

NAVAL JACK APPROVED 
FOR CANADIAN WARSHIPS 

A Naval jack has been ap¬ 
proved to be flown by Canadian 
warships. 

The jack is smaller in size 
than the national flag, which will 
continue to be flown as their 
ensign by HMC ships. The jack 
flies from a jack-staff on the 
bow of a warship and the nation¬ 
al flag from the ensign staff on 
the stern. 

The first new jack will be pre¬ 
sented to the fleet by Gen. Jean 
V. Allard, chief of the defence 
staff, in a ceremony on board the 
aircraft carrier Bonaventure Mar. 
13 duirng the current annual 
winter exercises in the Carib¬ 
bean. 

The new jack is a white flag 
incorporating Canada's flag in 
the upper quarter next to the 
hoist or staff, with the naval 
crown, fouled anchor and eagle 
combined in dark blue on the 
fly. 

Normally the flag is flown by 
ships in harbour during the day¬ 
time. It is also flown when a 
warship is underway and dressed 
with masthead flags for cere 
monial occasions or when flying 
the flag of royalty (including the 
governor-general's flag) or when 
escorting a warship that has 
royalty on board. It is never 
flown by shore establishments.

Until 1965 Canadian warships 
flew the blue ensign as the jack, 
showing the union flag in the 
upper quarter next to the hoist 
and the shield of Canada's coat 
of arms in the fly. Subsequently 
the Canadian flag was used also 
as a jack by HMC warships. 

Use of a jack is widespread 
among navies of the world. In 
days when warships and mer¬ 
chant ships looked very much 
alike and both flew the same en- 
sign the jack was allocated ex¬ 
clusively to ships of war. 

In later days, though the dif¬ 
ference in appearance between 
warships and merchant ships was 
generally more obvious, the need 
remained to prevent any mas¬ 
querading under false colours 
for purposes of piracy, unlawful 
aggression or improper aggrand¬ 
isement.

UP, UP AND AWAY 
IN MERRY MONTH OF MAY 

Ottawa (CFP) — Dreaming 
about that vacation by the sea? 

Well it could become a reali¬ 
ty in May according to move¬ 
ment officials at CFHQ. They 
forecast plenty of room — 65 
and 50 seats respectively — in 
transport command Yukons from 
Edmonton west and Trenton 
east, respectively. You don't 
have to have a certain number 
of points for these particular 
flips. 

Space on the Edmonfon-Win- 
nipeg-Trenton legs is not so 
plentiful — 30 for 20-pointers 
on the prairie leg and 25 into 
Trenton, for which you also need 
20 points. 

Points are allotted on the basis 
of one for each year of service 
and points for rank go from 14 
for a private to just one for a 
lieutenant-general.

HEAD FOR CYPRUS 

Nicosia, Cyprus (CFP) — 
April rotation of Canadian troops 
to the United Nations force in 
Cyprus brings to more than 
8,000 the number of Canucks 
who have been committed there 
since UN peacekeeping began 
four years ago. 

The 1st Battalion, PPCLI, is 
taking its headquarters and two 
infantry companies there from 
Edmonton, and a battery from 
the 3rd Regiment, RCHA, from 
Winnipeg is going too, but 
leaving its guns at home. 

The armoured recce squadron 
going to the Mediterranean 
trouble spot is from The Fort 
Gary Horse in Calgary. 

The Patricias are the ninth 
infantry battalion to serve in Cy¬ 
prus. It is the second time gun¬ 


ners have taken a hand in 
peace-keeping here since 1964 

About 900 Canadians serve 
in Cyprus including small num¬ 
bers on the staff and signals de¬ 
tachments at the UN headquar¬ 
ters just outside Nicosia, the 
island capital. 

The Canadian contingent it¬ 
self is responsible for a 550- 
square-mile area from Nicosia 
north to the coast where Greek 
and Turk nationals and Cypriot 
factions have the greatest con¬ 
frontations on the island, it is 
called the Kyrenia district and 
includes strong factional posi¬ 
tions in the mountains. 

The new units succeed the 1st 
Battalion, The Black Watch 
(Royal Highland Regiment) of 
Canada, and a squadron of 
Garys from Calgary, both units 
completing a six-month tour.

International 
Hydrological 
Decade Stamp 

A four colour 5c stamp to be 
released by the Canada Post Of¬ 
fice on the 8th May 1968 will 
commemorate Canada's participa¬ 
tion in the UNESCO sponsored 
1965-1974 International Hydro- 
logical Decade, Postmaster Ge¬ 
neral Jean-Pierre Cote has an¬ 
nounced. 

The predominantly brown I.- 
H.D. stamp, large in size and 
horizontal in format, also serves 
as a vehicle to introduce another 
newcomer in the field of Cana¬ 
dian stamp design. The chosen 
rendition was executed by Hun¬ 
garian born, Canadian by adop¬ 
tion, Prof. Imre von Mosdossy of 
Agincourt, Ontario. Versed in 
widely varied fields of art and 
design, Prof, von Mosdossy has 
to his credit hundreds of stamps 
chosen for use by postal admini¬ 
strations in many parts of the 
world. 

Photogravure in three colours 


and steel engraving in one colour 
have been utilized by the British 
American Bank Note Co., Ot¬ 
tawa, to print twenty-four mil¬ 
lion of the new issue. First Day 
Cover Service will be provided by 
the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, Ont. 

In size the new stamp is 40 
m m. x 24 mm. Centered in 
the design is a weighing rain 
gauge flanked on the right by 
white lettering on the dark back, 
ground: "International Hydrolo¬ 
gical Decade," "1965-1974," 
"Decennie Hydrologique Interna¬ 
tionale'" and "Canada." To the 
left of centre a small red eleven 
point Canadian maple leaf is su¬ 
perimposed on the World in 
space. The symbolic representa¬ 
tions of water and precipitation 
is in white on the basically blue 
World. White is used for the 
sun and radiating rays in the up¬ 
per left corner and for the deno¬ 
mination at the lower left. Inks 
are combined to achieve the near 
ochre in the central gauge and 
the world's land mass. 

Canada is one of ninety-seven 
member states co-operating in the 
international study whose pur¬ 
pose is not only to increase 
knowledge i n the developed 
countries but to increase the 
ability of -the underdeveloped 
countries to gain knowledge of 
their own water resources. At 


the national level, Canada has 
served for four years on a Co¬ 
ordinating Council of twenty-one 
member countries which has re¬ 
presentatives from the U.S.A., 
the U.S.S.R., France and Eng¬ 
land as permanent delegations. 

Efforts of the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Committee are currently 
concentrated on 185 study pro¬ 
jects in a scientific field which 
covers the entire history of the 
cycle of water on earth. An im¬ 
portant aspect of study is the 
effects on man and the effects 
of man's activities on water. Al¬ 
though Canada is estimated to 
have one-seventh of the world's 
fresh water in her lakes and 
about one-tenth of the world's 
fresh water in her rivers, more 
than one-half of the surface wa¬ 
ters flow north and are there¬ 
fore not immediately usable by 
the ninety percent of the popu¬ 
lation inhabiting an area within 
two hundred miles of the south¬ 
ern border. 

Estimates place the proportion 
of sea-water as ninety-seven per 
cent of the world's total. Two- 
thirds of the remaining three 
per cent is immobilized in polar 
regions and in glaciers. Conse¬ 
quently for his fresh water needs 
man must depend on the re¬ 
maining one per cent of the 
world's supply.

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WAR GAMES 

Seeing is not always believing. 
During Operation Panther Leap 
residents in the Chillcotin - Wil¬ 
liams Lake area may hear and 
see some unusual things in this 
extensive military training exer¬ 
cise. 

For example, northern and 
southwestern B.C. is marked on 
the exercise maps as Betaland 
(the bad guys). Southwestern 
B.C. becomes Omegaland (the 
good guys) for the month-long 
exercise. An argument between 
the two over land, cattle grazing 
and citizenship becomes explos¬ 
ive and troops are called into the 
dispute. 

The boundary, which is ap¬ 
proximately 5 miles west of 
Alexis on Highway 20 is con¬ 
trolled by troops and is a check 
point for military vehicles. The 
site has loud hailers with which 
to harrass the 'good guys' -and 
broadcast 'propaganda,' 

From time to time the resi¬ 
dents passing this point will hear 
the Betalanders extolling the 
Omegans to revolt, to turn in 
their leaders. Leaflets and small 
news letters will be circulated 
and dropped from aircraft in an 
attempt to cajole the troops to 
turn in their alleged 'disreput¬ 
able leader.' 

The entire scheme is directed 
to the military personnel and is 
a means of injecting a touch of 
realism into an artificial situa¬ 
tion. 

Throughout the exercise resi¬ 
dents who find these pamphlets 
and newsletters are cautioned to 
completely disregard them. 

During the tactical phase of 
the operation, from April 14th 
to 21st, battle noises will be 
simulated. Artillery barrages, 
even when simulated sound and 
look like the real thing; the high 
pitched whine, shattering silence 
just before the thudding 'crump' 
and blast of smoke. Small arms 
and machine guns will fire blank 
rounds to add to the battle 
noises. 

Residents in both the imme¬ 
diate vicinity and away from the 
operations area will probably see 
the brilliant white lights when 
illuminating flares are fired dur¬ 
ing the night manouevers. The 
flares, which are suspended from 
parachutes, appear to hang in 
the sky moving with the wind 
then suddenly they burn out and 
disappear. The flares may be 
seen singly or in groups as the 
situation requires. 

Different markings on the ve¬ 
hicles; white crosses, yellow tri¬ 
angles, designate control, um¬ 
pires, enemy and neutral per¬ 
sonnel while variations of combat 
clothing and coloured hats mark 
friend and foe. 

The Betaland bad guys will be 
wearing readily identifiable, if 
unusual, uniforms so the resi¬ 


dents of the area should not be 
surprised to see these variations 
on a military theme as troops of 
the 1st Canadian Infantry Bri¬ 
gade Group strive to achieve the 
operational readiness required for 
the role of Canada's peace¬ 
keeping forces.

WAR GAMES 

The largest military exercise 
to be held in the British Colum¬ 
bia interior since the last war 
will take place in the Williams 
Lake area during the month of 
April. 

Dubbed Panther Leap, the 
operation will provide Canada's 
contribution to the Allied Com¬ 
mander Europe's Mobile north¬ 
ern force with an opportunity to 
operate in field conditions on a 
scale comparable to that which 
they would encounter during 
NATO operations in Norway. 

Canada is committed to pro¬ 
vide one battalion in support of 
this NATO Mobile northern 
force. 

Units from 1 Canadian In¬ 
fantry Brigade Group, augmented 
by supporting elements from 
across Canada will move into the 
Chillcotin military training region 
and the surrounding lands early 
in April. 

The main body of troops will 
arrive in the area between 8 and 
14 April. Units from both east¬ 
ern and western bases will travel 
along Trans Canada Highway as 
far as Cache Creek and then 
north on Highway 97. Other 
units will arrive via a 'round the 
clock' airlift flown by Air Trans¬ 
port Command Squadrons. 

Over 1600 men and 500 ve¬ 
hicles assigned to the exercise 
are spread over an area 75 
miles, east to west, by 15 miles 
north to south and bounded by 
Highway 97 on the east and 
the town of Redstone on High¬ 
way 20 on the west. 

Troops moving throughout the 
area have strict orders concern¬ 
ing the use of land and the fa¬ 
cilities, both private and public. 

The soldiers have been in¬ 
structed in much more than their 
combat role for this exercise. 
They have been instructed in the 
many things which are common¬ 
place to people living in the 
ranchlands. They are instructed 
to leave gates as they find 
them; not to abuse fencing; not 
to leave holes dug on ranch or 
farms; not to destroy trees or 
shrubs; not to light open fires 
or to have fires within 30 feet 
of buildings or food stocks; not 
to leave garbage but bury it 
deep or remove it. 

These are but a few of the 
orders issued to, troops to safe¬ 
guard the land which the owners 
have generously allowed the mi¬ 
litary to use. Co-operation from 


the ranchers and farmers is 100 
per cent. 

Built up areas are considered 
to be neutral and, although 
troops will move through them, 
no combat is to take place in 
or near any such area. 

Live ammunition is net per¬ 
mitted in the area although 
small arms and machine guns 
will fire blanks and artillery bar¬ 
rages will be simulated. At night 
illuminating flares will be used 
extensively to closely simulate 
actual battle conditions. Ammu¬ 
nition and pyrotechnic salvage 
will be ocllected and removed. 

A road repair unit from 3 Field 
Squadron. Royal Canadian En¬ 
gineers, Canadian Forces Base 
Chiliwack is to effect a prompt 
and complete repair to any road 
which may be damaged during 
the exercise. Existing roads and 
tracks are to be used whenever 
possible. 

With an additional 500 wheel¬ 
ed and tracked vehicles using 
the roads military police will be 
on duty to aid residents moving 
through the area. On occasion 
there will be considerable traf¬ 
fic at night but all convoys will 
be well marked and accompanied 
by police escorts. Sentries are 
posted to warn motorists of 
parked convoys and every cour¬ 
tesy will be extended towards 
civilian traffic. 

Surprisingly enough, the 
tracked armoured personnel car¬ 
riers exert less pressure per 
square inch than a man walking 
on the highway. Motorists 
should be aware of the unique 
turning characteristics of the 
tracked carriers and avoid 'tail 
gating.' As with most tracked 
vehicles the armoured personnel 
carrier pivots on the center point 
to the treads as it makes the 
turn. This in fact halts the for¬ 
ward motion of the vehicle for 
a short period of time and the 
unwary driver may end closer to 
the armoured personnel carrier 
than he desires. 

Should a civilian become in¬ 
volved in any incident or acci¬ 
dent the military are geared to 
handle the problem as efficient¬ 
ly as possible. A report should 
be made to the nearest Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police detach¬ 
ment. 

Air traffic into Williams Lake 
will be greatly increased during 
the deployment phase of the 
operation, from April 11 to 14 
inclusive. In a four day 'round 
the clock' airlift, Hercules air¬ 
craft will fly over 80 trips into 
the field with troops and equip¬ 
ment from Ottawa; Rivers, Man.; 
Calgary; Victoria and Abbots¬ 
ford, B.C. 

Low flying has been author¬ 
ized for the tactical, support 
and recce aircraft involved in the 
exercise. NOTAMs (notice of 
airmen) have been issued by the 
Department of Transport to ad¬ 


vise pilots of the exact area in¬ 
volved. 

Helicopters, light aircraft, jets 
and the newly acquired Buffalo 
transport aircraft will be seen 
flying out of Williams Lake to 
support the soldiers in the field. 

The Caribou country 'tourist' 
industry is starting a little earlier 
this year as the military will re¬ 
quire bread, milk and fresh, sup¬ 
plies will be obtained as much 
as possible from local suppliers. 

A corresponding boom in gas 
sales is also expected for both 


land vehicles and aircraft as con¬ 
tracts for gas and oils will be 
obtained in the area. 

During the month of April ci¬ 
tizens of the Caribou will be 
able to witness first hand their 
armed forces in activities which 
will prepare them to fulfill Ca¬ 
nada's commitment of a batta¬ 
lion for service with NATO Mo¬ 
bile forces.

YOUR CREDIT UNION 
SAVINGS — AS GOOD 
AS GOLD 

The Gold is life insurance 
benefits on insurable savings in 
the Credit Union, up to a maxi¬ 
mum of $2,000. For each dol¬ 
lar you save in the credit union 
before age 55, you get a dollar 
of life savings insurance, subject 
to insurability and other contract 
requirements. The insurable bal¬ 
ance for life savings insurance 
is determinted by your age on 
the date of deposit. You may 
continue to save after age 65 
and still be eligible for life sav¬ 
ings insurance. That is, any 
money saved between age 55 
through 59 is 75% insurable, 
age 60 through 64 — 50%, 
age 65 through 69 25% insur¬ 
able, after age 70 nil. This 
description of coverage is ne¬ 
cessarily brief and is only a 
summary of some of the provi¬ 
sions of our contarct. 

This contract, while in force, 
provides life insurance on insured 
members and will continue in 
force as long as vou leave your 
savings in the Credit Union. 
You do not pay one cent of 
individual premiums for this be¬ 
nefit. The contract chosen by 
Edmonton Amalgamated Savings 
& Credit Union for its mem¬ 
bers with CUNA Mutual Insur¬ 


ance Society has an accidental 
death clause which doubles the 
insurance benefits in the event 
of accidental death. On the 
death of a member, the person 
entitled to his account will re¬ 
ceive the savings plus all the 
insurance money provided by the 
CUNA Mutual Life Savings Con¬ 
tract. A member has the privi¬ 
lege of designating his benefi¬ 
ciary.
